It was Mr. B'itzputricks’ contention that the cove­ 
nant, binding on any country approving It, en ­ 
dangered freedom s guaranteed in the United 
States constitution— including freedom of w or­ 
ship, freedom of speech, freedom of the press, 
and freedom of peaceful a.ssembly.

'At 
One point w hich he emphasized, frequently 
lost in the dust of discussion, should be of .spe­ 
cial interest. 
“ The test of any law," he said, “ Is not what 
good men m ight do under the law but w hat bad 
men can do under the law .” 
That Is the acid te.st to w hich legislation of 
any character m ust be subjected. 
Strangely in 
the case of law, it is not solely the good that 
law may contribute but the bad that may grow 
out of legislation drawn in noble spirit but never­ 
theless indifferent or blind to the possibilities for 
evil in the hands of evil men. 


Mr. i'itzpatrick may have been dram atizing 
the dangers that he believes are inherent in 
world law when, on the basis of the new s col­ 
umns, he said an Oatis case could have hap­ 
pened here in the clim ate of world governm ent. 
We doubt it. 
In all the changes of recent years 
there has not been an Oatis case in any region of 
the free world. 
It has happened only back of the 
*tii'on curtain.” 
U nless the Peron governm ent in 
Argentine, which sm ells to high heaven in it.s 
treatm ent of the press, is to be taken as evidence 
w hat to ex pect, there has not been a single 
incident in the w estern hem isphere nor in the 
íH c countries of w-estern Europe to justify Mr. 
K tzpatricks’ claim. 
The Peron governm ent is a 
ctictatorship, no better and no worse than other 
cfictatorships within the totalitarian world.

: 
The real enem y of human freedom is war 
itself. 
We do not yield to Mr. Fitzpatrick iu 
cjierishing the freedoms w hich every American 
citizen enjoys. 
Those freedom s, sim ply because 
tjicy have been embodied in a written constitu­ 
tion, or are flesh and blood of law itself, are 
never secure. 
Each generation must secure them 
for itself. 
And law, the greatest force in human 
lives w herever law is held in reverence, is w hat 
the court says it is at any given time. 
★ 
The problem w hich confronts the legal pro­ 
fession is that its professional training and its 
ex perience tend to cast it in the role opposed to 
change. 
★ 
But our w orld has been subjected to aw e­ 
som e change by science, a science that has en ­ 
hanced the destructiveness of war unbeliev­ 
ably. 
That fact in itself, not even open to argu- 
njent, has placed an infinitely greater strain upon 
national econom ies and upon deeply rooted po­ 
litical conceptions. 
What m ost people thought 
w as that the U nited N ations, seeking to stabilize 
a peaceful w orld and to elim inate war, would 
confer still a new , w onderful freedom upon them, 
a freedom from w ar w hich is not now enjoyed. 
They did not stop to think that perhaps in at­ 
tem pting to gain freedom from war, their e f­ 
forts w ould entail a sacrifice of som e of those 
freedom s to w hich they are devoted. 
★ 
There w as som ething of the hom ely old saw' 
In it: 
“ It is im possible to have one’s cake and 
M t it" Our freedom s are vanishing. The iinan- 


clal 
burdens of American rearm am ent throw 
cruel and punishing blocks upon a free econom y. 
Step by step the m ilitary necessities of the hour 
rear their heads to challenge sternly the old con­ 
ceptions of Individual freedom which Am ericans 
have known, and which they still hope to retain. 
But a devastated countryside or the blackened 
ruins of any city cannot provide a cradle for hu­ 
man freedom . They serve only as a setting (or 
totalitarian governm ent; the thing that has been 
happening In much of the world— in much too 
much for comfort. 


★ 
Which is sim ply to .say that hundreds of m il- 
lion.s of people cherishing freedom are facing the 
greatest task any generation has undertaken. We 
w ant a peaceful world and our view of it is 
lim ited to .some ex tent by the world w e have 
known and held in highest esteem . We have been 
so secure in our conceptions of human freedom — 
so removed and so indifferent to the lim ited free­ 
dom so much of the world has known.
